displaying the compensated customizing display specifications in the display 
device 1a in accordance with a running condition of the vehicle detected by a 
vehicle running condition detection means 1d. Consequently, when the 
customizing display specifications set by the user are not suitable, the 
customizing display specifications are displayed in the display device 1a after 
compensated so that a degree of freedom of customizing can be enlarged while 
ensuring safety during vehicle running.

[Claim 1] 

In the display for cars with which it has the display with which the display 
specification is constituted possible [ customize ] while car information is 
displayed, 

A display specification setting means by which setting up the customize display 
specification which the user chose from display specification storage means by 
which the customize display specification of the above-mentioned display is 
memorized according to the run state of a car is constituted possible, 
A display specification amendment means to amend the set-up customize 
display specification when the customize display specification set up by this 
display specification setting means is judged not to be suitable for the run state of 
the car concerned, 

A car run state detection means to detect the run state of a car, 



The display for cars characterized by having a display-control means to display 
on the above-mentioned display the customize display specification amended by 
the above-mentioned display specification amendment means according to the 
run state of the car detected by the above-mentioned car run state detection 
means. 
[Claim 2] 

The above-mentioned car run state detection means is constituted so that a car 
may detect a run state or a non-run state, 

It is the display according to claim 1 for cars carry out that the above-mentioned 
display specification amendment means is constituted so that the display 
regulation of the customize display specification set up to the time of it being 
detected that a car is in a run state when it is detected that a car is in a non-run 
state with the above-mentioned car run state detection means may be eased and 
amendment activation of a customize display specification may be eased as the 
description. 
[Claim 3] 

When it is detected that a car is in a non-run state with the above-mentioned car 
run state detection means, the above-mentioned display specification 
amendment means The magnitude of the display item in the customize display 
specification set up to the time of it being detected that a car is in a run state, The 
display for cars according to claim 2 characterized by being constituted so that at 
least one display regulation may be eased among arrangement, a unit, a color, 
brightness, and a display gestalt and amendment activation of a customize 
display specification may be eased. 
[Claim 4] 

The above-mentioned display specification amendment means is the display 
according to claim 2 for cars a car is enabled to be in a run state in selection of 
the non-display item in the customize display specification set up to the time of 
being detected, and carry out being constituted so that amendment activation of 
a customize display specification may be eased as the description when it is 



detected that a car is in a non-run state with the above-mentioned car run state 
detection means. 
[Claim 5] 

When it is detected that a car is in a non-run state with the above-mentioned car 
run state detection means, the above-mentioned display specification 
amendment means It is made possible to add and display display items other 
than the convention display item in the customize display specification set up to 
the time of being detected of a car being in a run state. The display for cars 
according to claim 2 characterized by being constituted so that amendment 
activation of a customize display specification may be eased. 
[Claim 6] 

The above-mentioned car run state detection means is constituted so that the 
vehicle speed may be detected, 

The above-mentioned display specification amendment means is a display for 
cars according to claim 1 carried out [ being constituted so that display regulation 
of the customize display specification set up to the time of it being detected that 
the vehicle speed is high when it is detected by the above-mentioned car run 
state detection means that the vehicle speed is low may be eased and the 
amendment execution condition of a customize display specification may be 
eased, and ] as the description. 
[Claim 7] 

When it is detected by the above-mentioned car run state detection means that 
the vehicle speed is low, the above-mentioned display specification amendment 
means The color of the display item in the customize display specification set up 
to the time of it being detected that the vehicle speed is high, The display for cars 
according to claim 6 characterized by being constituted so that the display 
regulation about at least one of magnitude and brightness may be eased and 
amendment activation of a customize display specification may be eased. 
[Claim 8] 

the above-mentioned display specification amendment means be a display for 



cars according to claim 6 characterize by be constitute so that the customize 
display specification set up so that arrangement , the display gestalt , the zero 
location , graduation spacing , and the unit of the display item in the set - up 
customize display specification might not be changed to change of the vehicle 
speed may be amend . 
[Claim 9] 

It is the customize approach for customizing the display specification of the 
display for cars, 

The customize display specification which the user chose from display 

specification storage means by which the customize display specification of a 

display is memorized is set up according to the run state of a car, 

When the set-up customize display specification is judged not to be suitable for 

the run state of the car concerned, the set-up customize display specification is 

amended, 

The customize approach of the display for cars characterized by displaying the 
amended customize display specification on a display according to the run state 
of the detected car. 
[Claim 10] 

It is a control program for customize for customizing the display specification of 
the display for cars, 

The display specification setting step which sets up the customize display 
specification which the user chose from display specification storage means by 
which the customize display specification of a display is memorized according to 
the run state of a car, 

The display specification amendment step which amends the set-up customize 
display specification when the customize display specification set up by this 
display specification setting step is judged not to be suitable for the run state of 
the car concerned, 

The car run state detection step which detects the run state of a car, 

The control program for customize of the display for cars characterized by having 



the display-control step which displays on the above-mentioned display the 
customize display specification amended by the above-mentioned display 
specification amendment step according to the run state of the car detected by 
the above-mentioned car run state detection step. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] 

Especially this invention relates to the display for cars in which customize by the 

user is possible about the display for cars. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] 

Carrying out digital display to indicators, such as CRT in which car information, 
such as the vehicle speed, an engine speed, and remaining fuel, was prepared 
by the installment panel etc., in the indicating equipment of a car conventionally 
is known. 

Moreover, about the methods of presentation, such as a display item in a drop, a 



display position, and magnitude of a display, to make a change possible 
according to liking, such as a user's visibility, is desired. 
For example, while two or more car information-display modes in which the 
magnitude of arrangement of a display item or a display differs are beforehand 
set to JP,4-273016,A, the car information-display mode being made selectable 
by the user, and enabling modification of a car information display by a user's 
volition is indicated. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] 

However, since the mode near liking of a user is only made selectable from the 
car information-display mode set up beforehand according to the above- 
mentioned advanced technology, the car information-display mode which a user 
desires may not be set up, and liking of a user may necessarily be unable to be 
satisfied fully. 

Then, it constitutes possible [ customize ] in each, such as a display item, a 
display position, and magnitude of a display, and it is possible to extend the 
degree of freedom of customize so that it can respond to liking of a user enough. 
However, if a customize degree of freedom is expanded too much, the visibility of 
a display may be affected depending on the run state of a car. 
For example, since the need of displaying the vehicle speed and an engine 
speed is low in the state of a car stop, or it makes magnitude of a display of a 
speedometer or a tachometer small, it is possible [ it ], when extreme by stopping 
the display of a speedometer or a tachometer itself and displaying on a display 
instead of, a user's information according to liking, for example, e-mail 
information etc., on other etc., to use a display effectively according to liking of a 
user, however, if transit of a car is started with the condition of the display 
specification customized as mentioned above, or the display of the vehicle speed 
required originally or an engine speed is small, display[ itself ]-do - since there is 
nothing, a user can grasp neither the vehicle speed nor an engine speed, but it 
feels uneasy, and there is concern which affects safety. 



[0004] 

This invention was taken into consideration on the above problems, and was 
made, and the purpose is in offering the display for cars to which the customize 
degree of freedom of the display specification in the display for cars is 
expandable, securing the safety reservation under car transit. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] 

In order to attain said purpose, if it is in this invention, it has been performed as 
follows as the solution technique. That is, in the 1st configuration of this invention, 
while car information is displayed, it sets to the display for cars with which it has 
the display with which the display specification is constituted possible 
[ customize ], 

A display specification setting means by which setting up the customize display 
specification which the user chose from display specification storage means by 
which the customize display specification of the above-mentioned display is 
memorized according to the run state of a car is constituted possible, 
A display specification amendment means to amend the set-up customize 
display specification when the customize display specification set up by this 
display specification setting means is judged not to be suitable for the run state of 
the car concerned, 

A car run state detection means to detect the run state of a car, 
It constitutes so that it may have a display-control means to display on the 
above-mentioned display the customize display specification amended by the 
above-mentioned display specification amendment means according to the run 
state of the car detected by the above-mentioned car run state detection means. 
Since it is displayed on the back display with which the customize display 
specification was amended when the customize display specification set up by 
the user is not suitable for the run state of a car according to the 1st configuration 
of this invention, a customize degree of freedom is expandable, securing the 
safety under car transit. 



[0006] 

In the 2nd configuration of this invention, the above-mentioned car run state 
detection means is constituted so that a car may detect a run state or a non-run 
state, 

When it is detected that a car is in a non-run state with the above-mentioned car 
run state detection means, the above-mentioned display specification 
amendment means is constituted so that the display regulation of the customize 
display specification set up to the time of it being detected that a car is in a run 
state may be eased and amendment activation of a customize display 
specification may be eased. 

When a car is in a non-run state that is, it becomes possible at the time of a car 
stop for the need of displaying car information which should be essentially 
displayed as a safety top car, such as the vehicle speed and an engine speed, to 
be low, and to display information other than the car information which a user 
desires in addition to this in ** etc. on a display. 

Since according to the 2nd configuration of this invention display regulation of a 
customize display specification is eased when a car is in a non-run state, it 
becomes possible to display the display specification which the user customized 
on a display as it is, and a customize degree of freedom is expandable, securing 
the safety under car transit. 
[0007] 

In the 3rd configuration of this invention the above-mentioned display 
specification amendment means When it is detected that a car is in a non-run 
state with the above-mentioned car run state detection means It constitutes so 
that at least one display regulation may be eased among the magnitude of the 
display item in the customize display specification set up to the time of it being 
detected that a car is in a run state, arrangement, a unit, a color, brightness, and 
a display gestalt and amendment activation of a customize display specification 
may be eased. 

Since according to the 3rd configuration of this invention at least one display 



regulation is eased among the magnitude of the display item in a customize 
display specification, arrangement, a unit, a color, brightness, and a display 
gestalt when a car is in a non-run state, the magnitude, arrangement, the unit, 
the color, the brightness, and the display gestalt of the display item in a display 
specification are freely customizable, securing the safety under car transit. 
[0008] 

In the 4th configuration of this invention, when it is detected that a car is in a non- 
run state with the above-mentioned car run state detection means, a car is 
enabled to be in a run state in selection of the non-display item in the customize 
display specification set up to the time of being detected, and the above- 
mentioned display specification amendment means constitutes so that 
amendment activation of a customize display specification may be eased, 
the need of displaying car information which should be essentially displayed as a 
safety top car, such as the vehicle speed and an engine speed, at the time of a 
car stop when a car is in a non-run state that is, ~ low ~ ** ~ ** 
According to the 4th configuration of this invention, a non-display item can be 
chosen among the display items in a customize display specification, and since it 
becomes possible to enlarge other display items and to display them on the tooth 
space made non-display etc., a customize degree of freedom is expandable 
[ securing the safety under car transit ]. 
[0009] 

In the 5th configuration of this invention the above-mentioned display 
specification amendment means When it is detected that a car is in a non-run 
state with the above-mentioned car run state detection means It is made possible 
to add and display display items other than the convention display item in the 
customize display specification set up to the time of being detected of a car being 
in a run state, and it constitutes so that amendment activation of a customize 
display specification may be eased. 

the need of displaying car information which should be essentially displayed as a 
safety top car, such as the vehicle speed and an engine speed, at the time of a 



car stop when a car is in a non-run state that is, ~ low - ** ~ ** 

Since it becomes possible to display the display of those other than the 

convention display item in a display specification, for example, en TATEMENTO 

information etc., according to the 5th configuration of this invention, a customize 

degree of freedom is expandable, securing the safety under car transit. 

[0010] 

In the 6th configuration of this invention, the above-mentioned car run state 
detection means is constituted so that vehicle speed information may be 
detected, 

When it is detected by the above-mentioned car run state detection means that 
the vehicle speed is low, the way configuration of the above-mentioned display 
specification amendment means has been carried out so that the display 
regulation of the customize display specification set up to the time of it being 
detected that the vehicle speed is high may be eased and amendment activation 
of a customize display specification may be eased. 

When the vehicle speed is high, high visibility in a display is desired on the safety 
of a car, but when the vehicle speed is low, as compared with the time when the 
vehicle speed is high, the demand becomes low. 

According to the 6th configuration of this invention, since display regulation of a 
customize display specification is eased when a car is low, it becomes possible 
to display the display specification which the user customized on a display as it is, 
and a customize degree of freedom is expandable [ securing the safety under car 
transit ]. 
[0011] 

When it is detected by the above-mentioned car run state detection means that 
the vehicle speed is low, in the 7th configuration of this invention, the above- 
mentioned display specification amendment means constitutes so that the 
display regulation about at least one of the color of the display item in the 
customize display specification set up to the time of it being detected that the 
vehicle speed is high, magnitude, and brightness is eased and amendment 



activation of a customize display specification may be eased. 

According to the 7th configuration of this invention, since the display regulation 

about at least one of the color of the display item in a customize display 

specification, magnitude, and brightness is eased when a car is low, at least one 

of the color of the display item which the user customized, magnitude, and 

brightness is freely customizable. 

[0012] 

In the 8th configuration of this invention, the above-mentioned display 
specification amendment means is constituted so that the customize display 
specification set up so that arrangement, the display gestalt, the zero location, 
graduation spacing, and the unit of the display item in the set-up customize 
display specification might not be changed to change of the vehicle speed may 
be amended. 

If the display specification is greatly changed in case the display specification of 
a display is changed to change of the vehicle speed, visibility will fall until a user 
grows familiar with the display specification after modification from the time of the 
modification. 

For example, if arrangement modification of a display item and a display gestalt 
are carried [ that modification and graduation spacing of meter are changed for 
modification and the zero location of meter, etc. and ] out to digital display from 
an analog display, a user's visibility will fall temporarily. 
According to the 8th configuration of this invention, since it is made not to be 
changed to change of the vehicle speed, arrangement, the display gestalt, the 
zero location, graduation spacing, and the unit of the display item in the 
customize display specification which affects visibility greatly especially can 
secure the safety under transit. 
[0013] 

In the 9th configuration of this invention, it is the customize approach for 

customizing the display specification of the display for cars, 

The customize display specification which the user chose from display 



specification storage means by which the customize display specification of a 

display is memorized is set up according to the run state of a car, 

When the set-up customize display specification is judged not to be suitable for 

the run state of the car concerned, the set-up customize display specification is 

amended, 

It constitutes so that the amended customize display specification may be 
displayed on a display according to the run state of the detected car. 
Since it is displayed on the back display with which the customize display 
specification was amended when the customize display specification set up by 
the user is not suitable for the run state of a car according to the 9th configuration 
of this invention, a customize degree of freedom is expandable, securing the 
safety under car transit. 
[0014] 

In the 10th configuration of this invention, it is a control program for customize for 
customizing the display specification of the display for cars, 
The display specification setting step which sets up the customize display 
specification which the user chose from display specification storage means by 
which the customize display specification of a display is memorized according to 
the run state of a car, 

The display specification amendment step which amends the set-up customize 
display specification when the customize display specification set up by this 
display specification setting step is judged not to be suitable for the run state of 
the car concerned, 

The car run state detection step which detects the run state of a car, 
It constitutes so that it may have the display-control step which displays on the 
above-mentioned display the customize display specification amended by the 
above-mentioned display specification amendment step according to the run 
state of the car detected by the above-mentioned car run state detection step. 
Since it is displayed on the back display with which the customize display 
specification was amended when the customize display specification set up by 



the user is not suitable for the run state of a car according to the 10th 
configuration of this invention, a customize degree of freedom is expandable, 
securing the safety under car transit. 
[0015] 

[Effect of the Invention] 

According to this invention, the customize degree of freedom of the display 
specification of the display for cars is expandable, securing the safety under car 
transit. 
[0016] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] 

Hereafter, the gestalt of operation of this invention is explained based on a 
drawing. 

The standard display specification of the display which drawing 1 is a whole 
block diagram about the operation gestalten 1-3, 1 is arranged at a car, and 2 is 
arranged in an information center etc., and is beforehand set up for every car, 
The display specification storage with which the customize display specification 
of the display customized by each user is memorized, 3 is a computer which a 
user etc. owns, it is the external device constituted possible [ customize of the 
display specification of a display ], and informational transmission and reception 
are constituted by the telephone line, electric-wave means of communications, 
etc. possible between a car 1 , the display specification storage 2, and an external 
device 3. 
[0017] 

Drawing 2 is a control-block Fig. about the operation gestalten 1-3. On a car 1 
While carrying out digital display of the car information, such as an engine speed, 
the vehicle speed, a fuel, and water temperature Display 1a made possible 
[ inputting information etc. by the user], Display specification setting means 1b to 
which the display specification which the user chose as arbitration is set, When 
the display specification set up by the display specification setting means 1b is 
judged not to be suitable as a display specification of the run state of each car It 



has display-control means 1e which displays on the above-mentioned display 1a 
the display specification amended by display specification amendment means 1c 
amended in the display specification suitable for a run state, and its display 
specification amendment means 1c according to the run state of the car detected 
by 1d of car run state detection means. 

Moreover, display specification storage 2 is equipped with the standard display 
specification storage means 2 a the standard display specification which the 
information center received is remembered to be for every car, the customize 
display specification storage means 2b the customize display specification 
customized by each user is remembered to be, and the install activation means 2 
c install the standard display specification or the customize display specification 
chosen by the user to the display specification setting means 1 b of a car 1 . 
Moreover, input means 3a whose input of the specific information for the car 
specification by the user is enabled at an external device 3, Display specification 
acquisition means 3b for a customize display specification to come to hand the 
standard display specification of display 1a of the car which corresponds from 
standard display specification storage means 2a based on the specific 
information inputted into the input means 3a from acquisition or customize 
display specification storage means 2b, Customize means 3c which can be 
customized by the user based on the standard display specification which came 
to hand from the display specification acquisition means 3b, It has 3d of storage 
means to memorize the customize display specification customized by the 
customize means 3c to customize display specification storage means 2b. 
[0018] 

Next, the detail of amendment of the display specification to which the display 
specification by the user was set up and set is explained based on drawing 3 . 
In step S1 of drawing 3 , the specific information which specifies cars, such as 
the specific information which specifies a car on the display screen of display 1a 
in a car 1, for example, a car-body number, and a type of a car, is inputted. 
It judges whether at continuing step S2, a common customize display 



specification is set up by the time of transit and un-running. 

a display specification common out of the customize display specification which 

progresses to step S3 and is memorized by customize display specification 

storage means 2b when the user communalized the customize display 

specification in the time of transit and un-running and it chooses, when judged as 

YES at step S2 that is, -- display 1a - a table -- it can be shown -- last ** 

At continuing step S4, the customize display specification which a user likes is 

chosen from the displayed customize display specifications, and the selected 

customize display specification is installed in display specification setting means 

1b at step S5. 

Moreover, when judged as NO at step S2, it progresses to step S6 and judges 
whether the customize display specification of dedication is set up at the time of 
un-running. 

When the user wanted to set up the customize display specification at the time of 
un-running in dedication and it chooses when judged as YES at step S6 that is, it 
progresses to step S7 and the customize display specification which suits at the 
time of un-running out of the customize display specification memorized by 
customize display specification storage means 2b is displayed. 
The display specification which a user likes is chosen from the continuing 
customize display specifications which were displayed at step S8, and the 
selected customize display specification is installed in display specification 
setting means 1b in step S9. 

For example, as shown in drawing 4 , in the time of un-running, the display 
specification which is made to display the map information on navigation and e- 
mail information as other information which the need for a display makes a low 
speedometer and a tachometer non-display, instead a user likes and by which 
magnitude of the display with a clock and a water thermometer was enlarged is 
chosen. 

At step S10, it judges whether the customize display specification of dedication is 
set up at the time of transit. 



When judged as YES at step S10, it progresses to step S1 1, and when judged as 
NO, the standard display specification memorized by standard display 
specification storage means 2a at step S12 is installed in display specification 
setting means 1b. 

At step S1 1 , it judges whether the display specification at the time of transit is 
properly used further according to the vehicle speed. 

When judged as YES at step S11, it progresses to step S13 and the change-over 

vehicle speed is first set up according to liking of a user. 

At continuing steps S14 and S15, the object for low speeds and the customize 

display specification for high speeds are chosen respectively. 

At step S16, it checks whether the adjustment of the customize display 

specification for low speeds and the customize display specification for high 

speeds which were set up at steps S14 and S15 can be taken. 

The customize display specification for low speeds is compared with the 

customize display specification for high speeds, and, specifically, it judges 

whether either differs among the zero location of various meter, such as 

arrangement of a display item, a display gestalt (change of an analog display or 

digital display), and a speedometer, graduation spacing of various meter, and 

various meter units. 

For example, when it is chosen as a display specification as the customize 
display specification for low speeds indicated to be to drawing 5 and is chosen as 
a display specification as the customize display specification for high speeds 
indicated to be to drawing 6 , arrangement with a speedometer and a water 
thermometer differs from the display gestalt of a speedometer, and it is judged in 
this case that adjustment cannot be taken. 

On the other hand, when a display specification as the customize display 
specification for low speeds indicated to be to drawing 7 is chosen, the 
magnitude of a display of a speedometer only differs to the customize display 
specification for high speeds shown in drawing 6 , and since the display 
specification is the same about others, it is judged that adjustment can be taken. 



And when judged as YES at step S16, it progresses to step S17 and the 
customize display specification set up at steps S14 and S15 is installed in display 
specification setting means 1b. 

Moreover, when judged as NO at step S16, the customize display specification 
which progresses to step S18 and is mentioned later is amended. 
Moreover, when it is chosen that a user does not use a customize display 
specification properly according to the vehicle speed when judged as NO at step 
S1 1 that is, it progresses to step S19 and the customize display specification 
which suits at the time of transit out of the customize display specification 
memorized by customize display specification storage means 2b is displayed. 
The display specification which a user likes is chosen from the continuing 
customize display specifications which were displayed at step S20, and the 
selected customize display specification is installed in display specification 
setting means 1b at step S21. 

Moreover, when judged as NO at the above-mentioned step S6, it progresses to 
step S22 and judges whether the customize display specification of dedication is 
set up at the time of transit. 

When judged as YES at step S22, based on the processing after step S1 1 , a 
customize display specification is set up as mentioned above, and when judged 
as NO, the standard display specification memorized by standard display 
specification storage means 2a at step S23 is set up. 
[0019] 

Next, the detail of amendment of step S18 in drawing 3 , i.e., a customize display 

specification, is explained based on drawing 8 . 

A mismatching part is expressed as step S30 of drawing 8 . 

For example, as mentioned above, when it is chosen as a display specification 

as the customize display specification for low speeds indicated to be to drawing 5 

and is chosen as a display specification as the customize display specification for 

high speeds indicated to be to drawing 6 , arrangement with a speedometer and 

a water thermometer differs from the display gestalt of a speedometer, and it 



displays about this difference. 

It judges whether the customize display specification for low speeds is adopted 
among the continuing customize display specifications which became 
mismatching at step S31. 

When judged as YES at step S31 (i.e., when a user chooses adopting the 
customize display specification for low speeds preferentially), it progresses to 
step S32, and it amends so that the customize display specification for high 
speeds may be adjusted in the customize display specification for low speeds. 
Here, it amends so that the speedometer in the customize display specification 
for high speeds, arrangement of a water thermometer, and the display gestalt of 
a speedometer may be in agreement with the customize display specification for 
low speeds. 

The continuing customize display specification for low speeds which was set up 
at step S14 in step S33 and the customize display specification for high speeds 
amended at step S32 are installed in display specification setting means 1b. 
Moreover, when judged as NO at step S31 , it progresses to step S34 and judges 
whether the customize display specification for high speeds is adopted among 
the customize specifications used as mismatching. 
When judged as YES at step S34 (i.e., when a user chooses adopting the 
customize display specification for high speeds preferentially), it progresses to 
step S35, and it amends so that the customize display specification for low 
speeds may be adjusted in the customize display specification for high speeds. 
Here, it amends so that the speedometer in the customize display specification 
for low speeds, arrangement of a water thermometer, and the display gestalt of a 
speedometer may be in agreement with the customize display specification for 
high speeds. 

The continuing customize display specification for high speeds which was set up 
at step S15 in step S36 and the customize display specification for low speeds 
amended at step S35 are installed in display specification setting means 1b. 
Moreover, when judged as NO at step S34, return and resetting before [ A ] step 



S14 are enabled. 
[0020] 

Next, the detail which displays the set-up display specification according to the 
run state of a car is explained based on drawing 9 . 

The run state of a car is read in step S40 of drawing 9 . For example, the gear 

change location of a change gear, a brake signal, etc. are read whenever 

[ vehicle speed, engine-speed, and engine throttle valve-opening ]. 

At continuing step S41 , it judges whether a car is a non-run state. For example, 

the vehicle speed judges based on the signal which shows the stop condition of a 

car - 0 and a brake are stepped on. 

When judged as YES at step S41 , it progresses to step S42 and judges whether 
the customize display specification for the time of un-running is set up. 
When judged as YES at step S42, it progresses to step S43, the customize 
display specification for un-running is read and set up, and it is made to output 
and display on display means 1a in step S44. For example, a customize display 
specification as shown in drawing 4 is displayed. 

Moreover, when judged as NO at step S42, it progresses to step S45, and a 
standard display specification reads and sets up a setup. 
Moreover, when judged as NO at step S41 , it progresses to step S46 and judges 
whether the customize display specification for the time of transit is set up. 
When judged as YES at step S46, it progresses to step S47 and judges whether 
the customize display specification according to the vehicle speed is set up. 
When the vehicle speed judges whether it is a high speed at step S48 when 
judged as YES at step S47, and judged as YES, the customize display 
specification for high speeds is read and set up at step S49. For example, a 
customize display specification as shown in drawing 6 is displayed. 
When judged as NO at step S48, the customize display specification for low 
speeds is read and set up at step S50. For example, a customize display 
specification as shown in drawing 7 is displayed. 

Moreover, when judged as NO at step S47, it progresses to step S51 , and the 



customize display specification set as the vehicle speed in common without a 
change is read and set up. For example, a customize display specification as 
shown in drawing 6 is displayed. 

Moreover, when judged as NO at the above-mentioned step S46, it progresses to 

step S52, and a standard display specification is read and set up. 

[0021] 

As mentioned above, since a customize display specification is amended when 
not suitable for the vehicle speed concerned to which the customize display 
specification set up by the user was set according to this operation gestalt, a 
customize degree of freedom is expandable, securing the safety of a car. 
Moreover, when a car with the small effect on safety is a non-run state, display 
regulation of a customize display specification is eased, for example, as shown in 
drawing 4 , the inner non-display item of a display item can be set up, or the 
information which users other than the original display item in display 1a like can 
be displayed, and the dregs MAIZU degree of freedom of a display specification 
can be expanded. 

Moreover, when the vehicle speed with the small effect on safety is low, display 
regulation of a customize display specification is eased, for example, as shown in 
drawing 7 , a speedometer can be indicated small and the dregs MATAIZU 
degree of freedom of a display specification can be expanded. 
Moreover, when a customize display specification is respectively set up in the 
time when the vehicle speed is low, and the time when the vehicle speed is high, 
The adjustment of the display item which affects the visibility between each of 
that customize display specification is taken. For example, although the display 
gestalt of the arrangement and the speedometer of a speedometer and a water 
thermometer is different when the customize specification for low speeds is 
chosen as drawing 5 and the customize specification for high speeds is chosen 
as drawing 6 Since it is amended so that the customize display specification for 
high speeds of drawing 6 and adjustment can be taken as the customize 
specification for low speeds is shown in drawing 7 from drawing 5 , a display 



specification can change a lot to vehicle speed change, and it can control that the 

visibility by the user falls. 

[0022] 

In addition, as shown by drawing 4 , when the customize display specification for 
the time of transit is set up as a customize display specification for the time of un- 
running [ to which it was presupposed that it was non-display the display item of 
a speedometer and a tachometer ], you may make it amend to the customize 
display specification at the time of transit as shown by drawing 5 thru/or drawing 
7 , although this operation gestalt showed the example which amends the 
customize display specification unsuitable for the vehicle speed. 
Moreover, the zero location of meter may be changed or you may make it, 
change the color of a display item, the brightness of a display item, and the unit 
of a display item in addition to this as customize of a display specification, as 
shown in drawing 10 . 

Moreover, although this operation gestalt showed the example to which a user 
carries out processing which chooses a display specification and carries out an in 
sault torr to a car on a car 1 , it is made to carry out on an external device 3 
selection actuation of the user.
